- ™ =. a confirmed enthusiast! Let’s visit a while, 
and I anne “you u'll be persuaded to give your green thumb a 
chance to show you how lovely your windowsills can be. 
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I wish I could convince everyone that my healthy plants, plus 
a Wik-fed pot, a window, and my good special potting soil is all 
that you need to have an abundance of bloom. It’s just that 
simple!

Now look for a pot that is in proportion to the plant, too 
much pot detracts from the beauty of your plant. The Wik-fed ~ 
pots ailow for proper drainage, or select any kind with a hole 
or two in the bottom.
